C omplete with a peplum hem and bobble detailing, this 
ladylike design is bursting with vintage style and is perfect 
for brightening up evening outfits this winter season. The 
body is worked in stocking stitch to highlight the sparkly sequins 
and the edges in garter stitch so it's simpler than you might 
think. Plus, the peplum hem is a great skill to learn for 
adding pizzazz to other patterns! 



Start knitting hera. 

(For yarn and other materials 
see page 14) 

RIGHT FRONT 

Using 3.25mm needles, cast on 92 
(98, 104, 107, 113, 119, 122) sts 

□ Work seven rows in garter st 

□ Change to 4mm needles and beg 
k row for RS work in st st until front 
meas 6cm ending after a k row 
Change to 3.25mm needles 

□ Next row: pi (1, 1, 3, 3, 3, 4), 
[p2tog, p3tog, pi] 15 (16, 17, 17, 18, 
19, 19) times, pi (1,1,2, 2, 2, 4). 47 
(50, 53, 56, 59, 62, 65) sts 

□ Next row: k3, [MB, (see 
Knitwise) k2] 14 (15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 
20) times, MB, kl 

□ Next row: p working st at each 
side of bobbles firmly to ensure 
bobbles sit on RS of work 

□ Change to 4mm needles and beg 
k row work in st st until front meas 
32cm from cast-on edge, ending at 
side edge 

Pm at centre of last row 

Shape armhole 

□ Cast off 5 (6, 7, 7, 8, 9, 9) sts very 
loosely at beg of next row. 42 (44, 
46, 49, 51, 53, 56) sts 

□ Dec one st at armhole edge on 
next three rows then on every foil k 
row until 36 (38, 40, 42, 44, 46, 

48) sts rem 

□ Cont without shaping until front 
meas 9 (10, 10, 11, 11, 12, 12) cm 
from marker ending at front edge

Here's how to make a bobble in 
this pattern: 

Knit into front, back, front then 
back again of the next st, thus 
making four stitches out of one, 
turn, k4, turn, p4, turn, (k2tog) 
twice, turn, k2tog. 








Shape neck 

□ Cast off 9 (10, 11, 11, 12, 13, 14) 
sts very loosely at beg of next row 
27 (28, 29, 31, 32, 33, 34) sts 

□ Dec one st at neck edge on next five 
rows. 22 (23, 24, 26, 27, 28, 29) sts 

□ Cont without shaping until front 
meas16(17,18,19,20, 21, 22) cm 
from marker ending at armhole edge 

Shape shoulder 

□ Cast off 7 (8, 8, 9, 9, 9, 10) sts 
very loosely at beg of next row and 
foil alt row. 8(7,8, 8, 9,10,9) 

□ Work one row 

□ Cast off rem 

LEFT FRONT 

□ Work as for Right front 

BACK 

Using 3.25mm circular needle, cast 
on 189 (198,209, 221,232, 241, 
252) sts 

NOTE: If you find it difficult to 
work with a circular needle use a 
third double pointed 3.25mm 
needle instead 

Work backwards and forwards in 
rows not rounds 

□ Work seven rows in garter st 
Change to 4mm circular needle 

□ Beg k row work in st st until back 
meas 6cm ending after a k row 
Change to 3.25mm needles 

□ Next row: p2 (3, 3, 3, 2, 4, 3), 
[p2tog, p3tog, pi] 31 (32, 34, 36, 38, 
39, 41) times, pi (3, 2, 2, 2, 3, 3). 96 
(102,107,113,118,124,129) sts 

□ Next row: k1 (1,2, 2, 1, 1, 1), [MB, 
k2] 31 (33, 34, 36, 38, 40, 42) 
times, MB, k1 (1,2, 2, 2, 2,1) 

□ Next row: p working the st at 
each side of bobbles firmly 
Change to 4mm needles 

□ Beg k row work in st st until back 
meas 32cm from cast-on edge 
ending after a p row 

Shape armholes 

□ Cast off 5 (6, 7, 7, 8, 9, 9) sts very 
loosely at beg of next two rows. 86 
(90, 93, 99, 102, 106, 111) sts 

□ Dec one st at each end of next three 
rows, then on every foil k row until 74 
(78, 81,85, 88, 92,95) sts rem 

□ Cont without shaping until back 
meas same as fronts to shoulder 
shaping ending after a p row 

Shape shoulders 

□ Cast off 7 (8, 8, 9, 9, 9,10) sts 
very loosely at beg of next four 
rows then 8 (7, 8, 8, 9, 10, 9) sts at 
beg of next two rows 

□ Slip rem 30 (32, 33, 33, 34,36, 
37) sts onto holder 



Sleeves 

Using 3.25mm needles, cast on 43 
(43, 46, 46, 46, 49, 49) sts 

□ P eight rows 

□ Next row: k3, [MB, k2] 13 (13, 14, 
14,14,15,15) times, k1 

□ Next row: p working st at each 
side of bobbles firmly at same time 
inc 0 (2, 1, 1, 3, 0, 2) sts evenly 
across 43 (45, 47, 47, 49, 49, 51) sts 
Change to 4mm needles 

□ Beg k row work in st st shaping 
sleeve by inc one st at each end of 
fifth row, then on every foil 8th (8th, 
6th, 6th, 6th, 4th, 4th) row until 
there are 51 (63, 53, 73, 75, 69, 77) 
sts, then on every foil 10th (10th, 8th, 
8th, 6th, 6th, 6th) row until there are 
65 (69, 73, 79, 83, 89, 93) sts 

□ Cont without shaping until Sleeve 
meas 44 (44, 44, 44, 45, 45, 45) 
cm at centre ending after a p row 

Shape top 

□ Cast off 5 (6, 7, 7, 8, 9, 9) sts 
very loosely at beg of next two 
rows. 55 (57, 59, 65, 67, 71, 75) sts 

□ Work 0 (2, 4, 2, 4, 4, 4) rows 
without shaping 

□ Dec one st at each end of next 
row, then on every foil k row until 29 
(33,35, 43, 45, 49, 51) sts rem, 
then on every row until 19 (23, 25, 
33,35,39, 41) sts rem 

□ Cast off very loosely 

NECKBAND 

Join shoulders 

□ Using 3.25mm needles, with RS

facing, pick up and k 30 (32, 33, 
34, 35, 36, 38) sts evenly from 
right front neck, k across back 
neck sts, pick up and k 29 (31, 
32, 34, 35, 35, 38) sts evenly 
from left front neck. 89 (95, 98, 
101, 104, 107, 113) sts 

□ P one row 

□ Next row: k2, [MB, k2] to 
end 

□ Next row: k to end working 
st at each side of bobbles firmly 

□ Work five rows in garter st 

□ Cast off evenly kwise 

FRONT BORDERS 

□ Using 3.25mm needles, with 
RS facing, pick up and k 114 
(116,116,118,118,124,124) sts 
evenly along right front edge 

□ Work three rows in garter st

THAT'S A WRAP 

The abbreviation w&t means wrap 
and turn, and is used in the 
short-row shaping technique. It's 
used to create the perfect shape on 
Santa's hat, and here's how you do it: 
Take the yarn between the needles 
to the opposite side of the work. If 
it's a knit row, move the yarn from 
the front to the back, and if it's a 
purl row, bring it from the back to 
the front. Slip the next stitch from 
the LH needle on to the RH needle 
purlwise. Now, return the yarn to its 
original position, moving it between 
the needles, then pass the slipped 
stitch back to the LH needle. Lastly, 
turn your work and continue back 
along your row, leaving the 
remaining stitches unworked. 

To ensure a neat finish, you need to 
make these wraps invisible by 
knitting them together with the 
stitch on the following row. See 
our Special abbreviations above 
for guidance.

"My shivering whippet, Bruno, was the inspiration for 
me to pick up the knitting needles after nearly 30 years 
as he needed a jumper to keep his skinny bones warm, 
and I couldn't buy one to fit him!

Writing this book was a very exciting process. I began 
by choosing a colour palette, selecting yarn and choosing 
the dog models to design for.

This issue we've given you a bumper yarn kit and five of the 
accompanying patterns use the stranded colourwork method, more 
commonly known as Fair Isle. Stranded designs look really impressive 
and when you realise that you are only ever using two colours on a 
row, you won't want to wait to try it! Here's a guide to the need-to- 
know elements of the technique to help you make the most of your 
free yarn kit. 



In the English style of knitting, we 
usually work \^h two yarns in 
same hand. It's important to 
Wry to keep the tension of all the 
^ yarns you are stranding across 
the back of the work as this will 
create a more even finish. Tension 
your background colour with 
your index finger and your accent 
colour with your middle finger. 



The yarn tensioned by 
your middle finger will run 
underneath the yarn tensioned 
by your index finger, and this 
colour will stand out slightly 
more than the other. Most 
people prefer to have the accent 
colour as the dominant shade, 
so carry this one underneath, 
but see which you prefer! 
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ON A KNIT ROW 

Step 1: bring yarn B (blue) from 
underneath yarn A (red) and knit 
the next stitch in yarn 




Step 2: to change back to yarn A, 
bring yarn A over the top of yarn B 
and knit the stitch in yarn A 




ON A PURL ROW 

Keeping the floats in the same 
relative position, bring yarn B 
up from underneath yarn A, and 
move yarn A over the top. It can 
be tricky to keep your floats even 
on purl rows as you can't tension 
the yarn in the same way, but try 
to keep your work as even as you 
can and take care not to pucker 
the stitches.

CHARTS 

Due to the many colour changes in 
stranded colourwork patterns, you will 
often find the designs are presented in 
chart form. They're easy enough to follow, 
just remember these basic points: 

• Right side rows are read from right to 
left and wrong rows from left to right 

• Start at the bottom and work upwards 

• One chart square equals one stitch 

• The colour of the chart square indicates 
which yarn to use 

• If your chart has a boxed repeat, work 
the boxed section the instructed number 
of times, before completing the remainder 
of the chart

WHAT IS...BLOCKING 

Finished knits look so much 
better after blocking, so what is this 
mysterious process? Simply dampen 
your project by soaking in wool wash, 
spraying or using steam from an iron, 
shape it (using pins if necessary) and 
leave it to dry. Your stitches will relax 
and look much neater. Try it - you' 
be amazed!

Ask Martiiie 

Q Someone has asked me 
to teach them how to 
knit - have you any advice? 

A Teaching knitting can sometimes be a little 

challenging. However, these top tips will help to 
give you the best chance of success. 

1. Lend your learner some nice needles, such as 
wood or bamboo, as quality tools can really enhance 
the knitting experience. Encourage them to choose 
their own yarn, although steer them 
towards something light and chunky 
so they can see their stitches easily. 

2. Cast on for your learner and knit 
the first few rows. Casting on can be 
one of the trickiest things to learn, so 
don't teach It first, or you might lose 
your learner's interest. Start with a 
garter stitch square; if this works out 
it can be the start of a patchwork 
blanket or seamed to make a fingerless mitt. 

3. Encourage them to count their stitches after every 
row so they can spot dropped stitches in time to fix 
them, and teach them how to 'tink back' their work, 
or knit backwards. Not only does this help them fix 
mistakes, but it really gets them thinking about the 
anatomy of knit and purl stitches. 

4. Rhymes can be helpful for remembering, especially 
for children. For knit, use "In through the front door, 
once around the back, out of the window, and off 
jumps jack". For purl, use "under the fence, catch the 
sheep, back we go, off we leap". 

5. Knitting should be a calm and relaxing pastime, but 
learning a new skill can sometimes be daunting. Sit 
beside your learner and be encouraging. Take regular 
breaks. Tea and cake is always a good idea!

In snowflakes 2 and 
3, making your slipknot so it pulls tight 
from the short (tail) end will give you a 
neater centre. Alternatively, you could 
start with a magic ring.

TENSION HEADACHE 

It's really important to knit tension 
square before you begin a project. Not 
everybody knits the same way - some 
knit more tightly than others - and this 
will affect how the stitch pattern looks 
and the finished size of the item. Tension 
squares are usually presented like this: 

22 sts X 30 rows 
10cm X 10cm 
stocking stitch 
4mm needles 

To knit your tension square, cast on the 
instructed number of stitches, in this case 
22, plus five more. Then, using the needle 
size and same stitch pattern given, work 
the instructed number of rows, plus 
five more. Using a ruler and taking your 
measurements from the centre of the 
square, count the number of stitches 
and number of rows over a 10cm square. 
If you have more than you should do, it 
means your knitting is a little tight and 
you may need to use larger needles. 
Similarly, if you have fewer stitches 
and rows, use smaller needles to get 
the correct tension.

Follow these steps for weaving in any 
tails of yarn: 

1 . Thread the yarn on to a tapestry 
needle and work with the WS of the 
project facing upwards. 

2 . Insert the needle under the loop of 
each stitch, and draw it through. Work it 



SUBSTITUTION 

There are many reasons to want 
to substitute the yarn given in a 
project, from price to colour selection, 
but there are some important points 
to remember. 

■ Choose a yarn with a similar 
tension to the suggested yarn. Match 
the tension given on the ball band of 
the yarns, as the pattern may use a 
different stitch. Remember to do a 
tension square in the new yarn before 
you begin. 

■ Consider the fibre content of the 
yarn and how this might affect the 
finished project. For example, cotton 
yarn will knit up very differently to a 
wool yarn. 




■ Don't forget to check the care 
instructions of your new yarn. Not all 
yarns are machine washable. 

■ Look at the meterage of the new 
yarn, rather than the weight of the 
ball. Not all 50g balls have the same 
meterage and you don't want to 
run short when nearing the end of 
your project. 



ON THE BLOCKS 

Blocking is the process of stretching 
and shaping your finished items 
to create the correct dimensions 
from the pattern and even out your 
stitches. It is also really useful for 
ensuring that pieces to be joined 
fit well together. There are a few 
different ways to achieve this, 
so check the information on the 
yarn ball band and pick the most 
suitable option. 

Wet blocking: dampen the pieces 
so that they are wet through and 
gently squeeze out the excess 
water. Lay out the pieces and pin 
them to the correct measurements, 



then leave them to dry. For delicate 
fibres and lace projects, you can just 
spritz the pieces with a water spray, 
rather than submerging them fully. 
Steaming: lay a damp cloth over 
your work and gently iron over 
the top - do not iron directly on 
to your knitting. Continue to iron 
until the cloth is dry. Another 
option is to gently hover over your 
work with the iron and apply steam 
until the knitting relaxes, this is 
good for delicate projects and 
textured stitches.

Step-BY~Step 

Learn to knit today with these clear guides 




KNIT STITCH 




1 Once cast on, insert the tip of the right needle 
I upwards and fronn front to back into the top stitch 
on the left needle. The right hand needle should sit 
behind the left hand one. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the tip of the right hand needle. 




2 Using the right hand needle, pull a loop of the 
wrapped yarn through the original stitch to create a 
new one on the right hand needle. Slide the original stitch 
off the left hand needle. Repeat fronn step one. You are 
now knitting! The knit stitch can be connbined with other 
stitches to create hundreds of different stitch patterns.

MAKING A SLIP KNOT 




*1 Holding the yarn under your left thumb, wrap it 
I twice around your left index and middle fingers, 
with the second loop closer to the base of the fingers. 
With the backs of the fingers uppermost, insert the 
tip of the needle beneath the first loop and over the 
second, and pull the second loop under the first. 




2 Remove the two fingers and gently tug on 
both ends of yarn to tighten the slip knot 
around the needle. 



GRAFT THE TOE 




Kitchener Stitch is the method used to acheive this. 
It is worked as follows: 

SET UP: Before starting you need to prepare the stitches 
on the needle. Hold the two needles with the remaining 
stitches parallel. The loose end of yarn should be coming 
from the back needle and lying to the right of the work. 

1 Thread yarn end onto a tapestry needle and insert 
I it purlwise into the first stitch on the needle closest 
to you. Pull the yarn through but leave the stitch on 
the needle. 




2 Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into 
the first stitch on the back needle and 
pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




3 Having set up as shown in steps 1 and 2, repeat 
steps 3 and 4 until all stitches have been grafted. 
Insert the tapestry needle knitwise into the first stitch 
on the front needle and slide the stitch off. Before you 
pull the yarn through this stitch insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the front needle purlwise 
and pull the yarn through, this time leaving the stitch 
on the needle. 




4 Insert the tapestry needle purlwise into the first 
stitch on the back needle and slide it off. Before 
pulling the yarn through this stitch, insert the tapestry 
needle into the next stitch on the back needle 
knitwise and pull the yarn through, leaving the stitch 
on the needle.

CABLE CAST ON 






*1 Create a slipknot on your left hand needle, pulling 
I it taut (but not too tight). Carefully insert the right 
needle into the knot fronn front to back, passing 
under the left hand needle. Wrap the ball end of yarn 
anticlockwise around the point of the right needle. 



2 Pull the loop that fornns back through the 

original stitch (knot) and insert the tip of the left 
hand needle into the new stitch fronn underneath 
to transfer it fronn the right hand to the left hand 
needle. There should now be two stitches on 
the left hand needle. 



3 Insert the right needle between the two stitches 
on the left needle and wrap the yarn around the 
needle tip anticlockwise. Draw this loop through to 
nnake a stitch and slip it up and onto the left needle. 
Repeat this creating a new loop behind the last stitch 
and passing it left needle in front of the previous one. 



BACK STITCH 




1 Pin the pieces to be joined, with the right sides 
I together. Thread the loose end of yarn onto a tapestry 
needle. Start by stitching the two outer edges together, 
then bring the needle through the two pieces Icnn fronn 
back to front ahead of the previous stitch. 




2 Push the needle back through at the position 
where the yarn ennerged fronn the previous stitch. 
Return it to the front of the work, approx Icnn ahead 
of the stitch just nnade. Repeat this until the whole 
join is complete, working in a straight line. 



JOINING CAST OFF EDGES 





1 Lay the two pieces to be joined right side up and 
I with the cast off edges touching. Thread a tapestry 
needle with the loose yarn and push this through the 
centre of the first stitch, and then in and out through 
the centres of two stitches on the opposite side. 



Take the needle over to the first side 
and insert where it previously exited, bringing 
it out through the centre of the next stitch. Repeat 
this process alternating sides and stitching single 
stitches until the pieces are joined. 



BEGINNING A SEAM 




1 With the pieces placed next to each other with right 
I side upwards, thread the yarn tail through the fabric 
after the first stitch, moving the needle from front to 
back. Then, take the needle behind the first stitch on the 
second piece from the back of the work to the front. The 
yarn will form a figure 8. Tug gently to secure. 



MATTRESS STITCH 




*1 With the two pieces to be joined lying next to each 
I other, hook the horizontal bar of the first stitch with 
the tapestry needle. Move to the other piece and hook 
the first horizontal bar of the stitch on that side. 

2 Repeat this moving from one piece to the next 
and pulling the yarn to tighten the join.

C hicago-born Julia 
Farwell-Clay has 
been knitting since 
childhood, and 
developing her own knitwear 
patterns and designs has led 
to her being able to craft some 
really beautifully bright and 
eye-catching jumpers. We talk 
to the Boston resident about her 
early knitting days, and how it's 
opened doors for her to travel 
and publish her designs. 

My mother taught me to knit 
when I was very young, but it 
really clicked for me when I was 
nine years old and we had a 
Danish exchange student staying 
with us. She gave me yarn in my 
favourite colours and always had 
fun things in mind for me to make, 
so I was hooked from there. My 
favourite things to make are 
sweaters and cardigans. Because 
I'm tall and outside of what used 



to be the normal size range for 
published knitting patterns, it 
prompted me to start designing 
my own. 

I tend to have maybe three 
or four projects on the go at any 
one time. The last thing I knit was 
my "Rhinebeck" sweater. The 
New York Sheep & Wool Festival 
was in October in Rhinebeck, 

New York, and it's the best 
sweater watching of the year this 
side of the Atlantic, so I always 
make something special for that 
weekend. Also, I'm beginning to 
work on an eBook for next year. 

It's a collaboration with someone 
I admire, so I'm pretty excited 
about that. 

Inspiration for me is different 
for every sweater. It might 
be something as literal as a 
textile from a museum visit, or 
something more abstract like 
the way water ripples around a 
teaspoon. I just published a cabled 



cardigan that came from a vase of 
daffodils on my kitchen table, and 
the way the stems wove around 
each other. I look at everything 
through a design lens, so it's a 
question that pops into my head a 
lot: "How would I make something 
to wear out of that?" 

My favourite place to knit 
is with friends, anywhere that 
might be. I recently came back 
from visiting Shetland with 
fellow knitters Gudrun Johnson 
and Mary Jane Mucklestone. 

I really feel that I understand 
the inspiration in their knitting 
traditions differently now that I've 
looked closely at the turf: what's 
growing under your feet, the 
constant presence of the horizon, 
the sheep everywhere! Everything 
there is just so beautiful and I 
loved everything about it.

My advice for 
aspiring knitters is...
